In his 12th "fireside chat” Friday 
night, the President made it plain 
th a t he would not hesitate to speak 
out when he thought a contest be­ 
tween a "liberal” and a “conserva­ 
tive" w arranted.

States, I am not asking the voters 
of the country to vote for Demo­ 
crats next November as opposed to 
Republicans or members of any oth ­ 
er party,” he said. 
"Nor am I, as 
President, taking p art in

cratic prim aries. 
“As the head of the Democratic 
party, however, charged writh the 
responsibility of carrying out the 
I definitely 
liberal 
declaration 
of 
principles set forth in the 1936 Dem­ 
ocratic platform , I feel that I have 
every right to speak in those few' 
instances where there may be a 
clear issue between candidates for 
a Dem ocratic nom ination involving 
these principles or involving a clear 
misuse cf my own name." 
The President spoke into a half 
dozen m icrophones from behind a 
small desk in the diplomatic recep- 
j lion room of the W hite House. 
He reviewed the legislation enact­ 
ed by the last Congress and asked 
for co-operation of capital and labor 
I in m aintaining wages and in replac­ 
ing federal “pump prim ing" outlays 
with p—:vate spending.

O D soon found that he could not get 
the custom ers he needed from those who 
fm se d by Ins store.
